FORAIN'S BIG SCHEME. 



"A distinguished scientist has se- 
riously suggested the sinking of boil- 
ers deep enough to use the heat of the 
earth 4s, fuel," said a prominent 
gineer of this city.

?nergy back in the sixties by a. Wash* 
ngton inventor named Forain. If 
UJ meiaory is correct, Forain was t 
nan of considerable means and i 
uatbematieian of ability. ^ The in- 
.ern.il heat of the earth is supposed to 
c]Uad about one degree to the lOOfect 
d ja-nei ration, but he claimed to 

I wai wry much greater and increased 
I in compound ratio after a certain 
depth was reached. He figured out an 
elaborate talile and proposed to sink 
a huge shaft with accumulators at the 
boUejp'i from uhlch unlimited steam 
woulU be supplied to the surface. All 
that was needed was a few million 
dollars capital to pay for the digging 
and the plant, and he immediately 
set to work to raise the amount. It is 
a striking commentary upon the short 
memory of the reading public that 
this singular enterprise, which at- 
tracted so much attention at the time 
and was the subject of almost unlim- 
ited newspaper notoriety, should now 
be practically forgotten'. Forain sue- 
ceeded in interesting a number of 
people of wealth aud formed a joint 
stock company, but meanwhile his 
calculations were assailed by seien 
tists and it was shown pretty clearly 
that the figures were incorrect. He 
replied with great bitterness, and the 
consequence was that ths scheme 
went to pieces in the bitterness of con- 
troversy. What became of Forain I 
don't know. If the problem is ever 
actually solved, I suppoi* he will be 
fished out of the limbo of cranks and 
visionaries to take his proper place in 
history."— N. 0.
